itself and I have never forgotten it," he said. 

Following that, ve are informed, "It had a terrific intact on me, I went down the 
slope after standing there for a while. It was starting to rain* I remember going to 
(the) top of the slope overlooking the valley and I felt an though I*d just experienced 
flomething fantastic, I looked across the valley and all around, and thought of Heaven 
and Earth and how insignificant we all were. But I felt so important at that moment," 

A feeling which, we ^uat surely agree with, is syTi^athetic to what many of us call the 
Oa Factor, Peter Sutcliffe described that very feeling on numerous other occasions d’-ir- 
log his lengthy court trials. In particular, be dwelled on many claims of the Voices^ 
which he heard from the BingliSf graveyard, and he alleged to have had visions of such 
powerful deities as Jegua and the Virgin MaryJ Quite a story! 

During c!tf teens in the late *70s and early *303^ I went to one of the grammar 
schools in BinglilY and heard occasional stories of weird goings-on around the small town. 
Of particular interest - and possible relevance * were the odd tales from the area ima- 
diately adjacent to BingLEf graveyard* Sighteen-year-old Sisiton Baker told me of the 
strange "hooded, black-cloaked" spectre which had been seen for years around the grave¬ 
yard, Other people told me very similar stories of this same entity., .described, on the 
whole, not as a phantoni-looicing thing, but a,9 a solid creature 1 In one particularly in¬ 
teresting case, witness Anthony Barnes and 
his girlfriend were walking along a footpath 
just on the south-side of the site, when out 
of a danse region of bushes ahead of them, 
stepped a very tall person, at least six and 
a half feet tall! This "person" was clad in 
a one-piece black cloak outfit, which covered 
it from head to foot and walked only twenty 
or thirty feet straight across their field of 
vision. As it crossed their path, the strange 
figure turned and faced the two. In doing so 
it revealed, from the midat of its hood, two 
brilliant red glowing eyea, dasEllng in niag- 
nitude. The thing then procqttly vanished be¬ 
fore them! (see diagram to left) 

This point is simply being Eiade, to ill¬ 
ustrate the fact that althox^gh psychiatrists
